Ground why it muſt be a Part of this Name, the Pro- 


phet David reſolveth us, I will make mention (faith he) 
of thy Righteouſneſs, even of thine only, Plal. Ixxi. 16. 
Becauſe His Righteouſneſs, and only His Righteouſneſs 
is worth the remembring, and any others beſides His is 
not meet to be mentioned. For, as for our own Righte- 
ouſneſs which we have without Him, 7/atah telleth us 
it is but a defiled Cloth*; and St Paul, that it is but 
Dungh, Two very homely compariſons ; but they be 
the HoLy GrosT's own: yet, nothing ſo homely as 
in the Original: where they be ſo odious, as what man- 


ner of defiled Cloth, or what kind of Dung, we have 


not dared to tranſlate. 

Our own then being no better, we are driven to ſeek 
for it elſewhere. He hall receive Righteouſneſs, (faith 
the Prophet, Pal. xxiv. 5.) and the Gift of Righteouſneſs, 
faith the Apoſtle, Rom. v. 17. It is then another's to 
be given us, and to be received by us, which we muſt 
ſeek for. And whither ſhall we go for it? Job diſpatch- 
eth this point f. Not to the Heavens or Stars, for they 
are not clean in His Abi. Not to the Saints, for in chem whe 


found folly. Nor to the Angels, for in them neither found 


He any.fledfa/ineſs. Now if none of theſe will ſerve, 
we. . r e Reaſon why JE HOVAH muſt be

RIGHTEOUSNESS. Why that? if we aſk in Regard 
of the other Benefits which are before remembered 
(Salvation and. Peace) why Righteouſneſs, and not Sal- 
vation, nor Peace! it is evident. Becauſe (as in the 
Verſe next before, the Prophet termeth it) Righteouſneſs 
is the Branch; and theſe two, Salvation and Peace are 
the Fruits growing on it. So that, if this be had, both

If this Argument of the good Biſhop's was duly confidered, it might

the other are had with it. Of Righteouſneſs and Salva- 
tion Iſaiah ſaith, they both grow together, Iſa. xlv.8. as 
it were out of one Stalk. And of Peace, the very Work, 


or proper Effect of Righteouſneſs is Peace . For which 
Cauſe the Apoſtle interpreting Melchiſedeck & King of Sa- 


lem; firft, faith he, King of Righteouſneſs ; and after, 
King of Peace; even as on the contrary Part, Sin, which 
is nothing elſe but Arpia, I[niquity or Unrighteouſneſs, 
(as St Fohn © ſaith) is that Root of bitterneſs from whence 
ſhooteth forth both Perdition of the Soul, contrary to 
Salvation, and Unquietneſs of the Conſcience, oppoſite to 
Peace. And both they and all other Miſeries are (as 
Fob || termeth them) Sparks of this Brand of Hell. As 
Health, and Peace, and all Bleflings, are the Fruits of 
this Branch of Righteouſneſs. Now, becauſe there is a 
vain Salvation (as faith David, Pſal. Ix. 11.) and a 
Peace falſely ſo called, @ Peace which is no Peace, (Je- 
rem. vi. 14.) to the End therefore that our Salvation 
might be ſubſtantial, and our Peace not counterfeit, 
it behoveth us to lay a ſure Ground - work of them both; 


and to ſet a true Root of this Branch, which is the 


Name EH OV AH. For, ſuch as the Root of this 


Branch is, ſuch will Salvation and Peace, the Fruits 


thereof, be. If it be Man's Righteouſneſs, which is vain, 
it will be alſo vain, and ſoon at an End; and the Peace, 
like the World's Peace, vain and of no certainty. But 
if JEHOVAH be Oux RIOGRHTEOUSN ESS, as He 
is, ſo will they be, everlaſting Salvation, and a Peace 
which paſſeth all Underſtanding.

III. JEHOVAH RIGHTEOUSNESS: 


JEHOV AH RICGRHTEOVUSNESs. We are now to 
ſeek the Reaſon, why JEHOV AH is in this Name, 


by the Way or under the Term of Righteouſneſs, ra- 
ther than of ſome other Attribute, as of Power, or. 
Mercy. That it is not JEHOVAH Mexcy, or 


JEHOVAH Powers, but JEHOVAH Ricn- 


= ss. GoD with us, (faith Iſaiab;) with us, (faith 
=” ) of all his Properties, by that of Righteouſneſs, 
chiefly and above other, | 
"Not of Power (as in 1/aiah) by his Name El: which 

is his Name of Power, F or, in Power there is no true 
Comfort, without Juſtice be joined to it. For what is 


Power, except Righteouſneſs go before? We ſee it is a. 


Thing very agreeable to our Nature, to have that We 
ſhall have, by Juſtice (to chooſe :) and that way do 
even the mightieſt firſt ſeek it; and when that way 
it will not come, they overbear it with Power. 

Nor of Mercy: not JEHOVAH Mercy, by 
which Name David calleth Him, Pſal. lix. 17. For 
though it be a Name of ſpecial Comfort, and St Auſtin 
faith of it—O that Name, under which none can deſpair ! 
Yet if we weigh it well of itſelf alone, we ſhall find, 
there is no full or perfect Comfort in it, except this (of 
Righteouſneſs) be alſo added, For that, we have in us 


two Reſpects. 1. As Perſons in Miſery, 2. The o- 
ther as Perſons convict of Sin. And though Mercy be 


willing to relieve us in the one, for her Delight is to 
help thoſe in Miſery; yet what ſhall become of the 
other, how ſhall that be anſwered? We have, in the 
Verſe before the Text, mention of a King ready to ex- 
ecute Judgment and Juſlice. Now Fuſtice is a profeſſed

Enemy to all Sin; and Juftice in her proceeding may 
not admit of any Reſpect, either of the Might or of the 
Miſery of any, to lead her from giving Sentence ac- 
cording to Law. 

True it is, Mercy is ours; but Fuftice is againſt us; 
and except Fu/tice may be made ours too, all is not as 
it ſhould be. But if Juſtice, if that in God which 
only is again/?, might be made for us, then we are ſafe. 
Therefore all our Thought is to be how-we may get 
Mercy to triumph over Juſtice, with the Apoſtle ( Janus? its 
13.) Or how, at the leaſt, we may get them to“ meet 
together and be Friends in this Work, For, except 
Fuſtice be ſatisfied, and do join in it alſo, in vain we 
promiſe ourſelves that Mercy, of itſelf, ſhall work out 
Salvation, Which may ſerve for the Reaſon why nei- 
ther JEHOV AH Power, or JEHOVAH Merg, 
are enough; but it muſt be JEHOVAH RIOHTR· 
OUSNEsSs, and Righteouſneſs a Part of the Name. |

Ovr. And neither may this be left out, for with- 
out this JEHOVAH alone doth not concern us, 
and JEHOVAH RicHTEOUSNEss is altogether 
againſt us: but if He be Righteouſneſs, and not only 
Righteouſneſs, but Ours too ; all is at an End, we bave 
our Deſires, Verily this laſt, this poſſeſſive, this Word 
of Application, is all in all. By it we have intereſt in 
both the former, and without it our Caſe is as theirs, - 
Matt. viii. 29. What have we to do with thee? which 
is moſt fearful, and nothing but Terror and Torment 
in the Conſideration of it. Therefore we muſt make 
much of this, For, if once He be wiTH vs and not 


e AGAINST 
Paal, Ixxzy, 10, 
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AGAINST us, and not only wiTH Us but our own, 
all is ſafe, If He be (as the Apoſtle ſaith, 1 Cor. i. 30.) 
Made unto us Righteouſneſs, and that ſo as He becometh 
ours, what can we have more? What can hinder us 
(faith St Barnard *) but that we ſhould uſe Him and 
His R:ghteouſneſs ; uſe that which is ours to our beſt Behoof, 
and work our Salvation out of this our S AvIoux? So that 
Ovr may not be ſpared, no m6re than the other Part 
of the Name. For all is in Suſpence, and there is no 
compleat Comfort without it. 


V. OUR RIGHTEOUSNESS. 

To which Comfort, this may be added for a Conclu- 
ſion of this Part, no leſs effectual than any of the form- 
er. That it is Oux RiGHTEOUsNEss in the Ab/tra? ; 
and not in the Concrete, our Fuſiifier, or Maker of us 
Righteous, but, our Juſtice, or Righteouſneſs itſelf. For 
thus delivered, I make no doubt, but it hath muck 
more Efficacy in it; and more fignificant it is by far, 
to ſay JEHOVAH ovr Jusrick, than JEHO- 
VAH ovr JusTiF1ER. I know, St Paul ſaith much, 
(Rom. iii. 26.) that our SA vIouR CHRIST hed his Blood, 
to eu His Righteouſneſs, that He might not only be Juſt, 
but a Fuſtiſier of thoſe which are of his Faith. And much 
again, in that, when he ſhould have ſaid, 4 To Him that 
believeth in Gop, he chooſeth thus to ſet it down, To 
him that believeth in Him that juſtifieth the Ungodly : 
making theſe two to be all one, Gop, and the Jufiſier 
of Sinners, Though this be very much, yet certainly 
this is moſt forcible, that He is made unto us by GoD 
very Righteouſneſs ztſelf, 1 Cor. i. 30. and that yet more,

% Puniſhment. And why this? To the End that we 
* might he made (not righteous Perſons ; that was not 
“ full enough, but) Rrghteouſneſs itſelf. And there he 
cc ſtays not yet; and not every Righteouſneſs, but the 
« very Righteouſneſs of Go Himſelf.” What can be 
further ſaid ? What can be conceived more comfortable? 
To have Him ours, not to make us Righteous, but to 
make us Righteouſneſs ; and that not any other but the 
Righteouſneſs of GoD : the Wit of Man can deviſe no 
more. And all to this End, that we might ſee there 
belongeth a ſpecial Ecce to this Name; that there is 
more than ordinary comfort in it; that therefore we 
ſhould be careful to honour him with it; and ſo call 
Him by it; JEHOV AH our RicHTEOUSNEsSS. 


IT, Tre SENSE OF THIS NAME. 


There is no Chriſtian Man that will deny this Name, 
but will call CHRISTH by it, and ſay of Him that He 
is JEHOVAH ovkr RiGHTEOUSNEss, without 
taking a Syllable or Letter from it. But-it is not the 

| Ha- 
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pllables, but the Senſe that maketh the Name. And 
the Senſe is it we are to look unto; that we keep it en- 
tire in Senſe, as well as in Sound, if we meàn to pre- 
ſerve this Name of Our RicnTEovusNness full and 
whole unto Him. And as this is true, ſo it is true 


5 likewiſe, that even among Chriſtians, all take it not in 


one Senſe : but ſome of greater Latitude than other. 
There are that take it in that Senſe which the Prophet 
{ſaiah, hath ſet down: J/a. xlv. 24. that all our Righte- 
ouſneſs i is IN Him; and we to be found in Him, not having 


„eur own Righteouſneſs *, but being made the Righteouſneſs 


of Gop iN Him, 2 3 21. There are ſome other, 
that though in one Part of our Righteouſneſs they take it 
in that Senſe; yet in another Part they ſhrink it, and 
make it a Propoſition cauſal, and the Interpretation 
thereof to be, My Righteouſneſs is from IEHOVARH. 
Which is true too, whether we reſpe& Him as the Cauſe 


exemplary, or Pattern, (for we are to be made conformable 


zo the Image of CHRIST, Rom. viii. 29.) or whether, 
ſecondly, we reſpect Him as the Cauſe efficient, For, 
of all His righteous Works, the Prophet truly proteſt- 
eth, 1a. xxiv. 12. Thou haſt alſo wrought all our Works 
in us; and the Apoſtle, 1 Cor. xv. 10. when he had 
ſaid J, correcteth himſelf preſently, and ſaith, Not I, 
but the grace of Gop. This meaning then is true and 
good, but not full enough. For, either it taketh the Name 
in ſunder, and giveth him not all, but a Part of it a- 


gain: or elſe it maketh 7ws Senſes, which may not be. 


allowable in one Name. 
For the more plain conceiving of. which Point, we 


are to be put in Mind, that the true Righteouſneſs, as 


faith St Paul, is not of Man's Device, but hath its 


witneſs 
* Phil, iii. 3. 
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witneſs from the Law and the Prophets; which he there: 
proceedeth to ſnew, out of the Example, firſt, of Abra-- 
ham, and after of David. In the Scripture then there 
is a double Righteouſneſs ſet down, both in the Old, and 
in the New Te/tlament. In the Old; and in the very firſt 
Place, that Righteouſneſs is named in the Bible, Abra- 
ham * believed, and it was accounted to him for Righteouſneſs. 
A Righteouſneſs accounted. And again, Gen. xviii. 19. 
it is mentioned, Abraham will teach his Houſe to 
do righteouſneſs. A Righteouſneſs done, In the New 
likewiſe. The former in one Chapter (Rom. iv.) no 
fewer than Eleven times, A reputed righteouſneſs. The 
latter in St John (1 Epiſt. iii. 7.) Beloved, let no man 
deceive you, he that doth Righteouſneſs, is righteous, A 
Righteouſneſs done. Which is nothing elſe but our juff 
Dealings, upright Carriage, and honeſt Converſation. 

Of theſe latter, the Philoſophers themſelves conceived 
and acknowledged; the other is proper to t CHRIS 
TIANS only, and altogether unknown in Philaſeply, 
The one is a Quality of the Party. The other an Act 
of the Fudge, declaring or pronouncing Righteous. The. 
one ours by Influence or n, the other by Account, 
or Imputation. 

That both theſe there are, there is no Queſtion. The | 


Queſtion is, Whether of theſe the Prophet meaneth in 
this Name? This ſhall we beſt inform ourſelves: of by 
looking back to the Verſe before; and without ſo look- 
ing back, we ſhall never do it to purpoſe. 
There the Prophet ſetteth oNE before us, in his royal, 
judicial

That is 
Righteouſneſs indeed: that is it we ſeek for, if we may 
find it: and that is not this latter, but the former only, 
and therefore that is the true Interpretation of J EH O- 
V AH our RicHTEOUsNESs. Look how St Auſtin, 
and the reſt of the Fathers, when they have Occaſion 


to mention that Place in Prov. xx. 8. When the juſt 
| King hall fit on the Throne, who. can ſay I have made my 


Heart clean? Look how they interpret it then, and it 
will give us light to underſtand this Name; and we 
ſhall ſee, that no Name will ſerve then but this Name. 
Nor this Name neither, but with this Interpretation

Though he ſhunned 
not to have his Life ſifted to the uttermoſt by any Do- 
natiſt of them all; yet in the Eyes of Gor, when the 
juſt King Pall fit on His Throne (theſe very Words he 
alledgeth) he ſaith plainly, he dares not Juſtiſy himſelf;

Grace, than he would abide the ſevere examination of His 
Judgment. And Bernard (in his Three Hundred and 
Tenth Epiſtle, the very laſt he wrote, a little before his

| Yea the very Schoolmen themſelves, take them from 
their Queſtions, Qu6dlibets, and Comments on the Sen- 
tences, let them be in their Soliloquies, Meditations,. or 
Devotions, and eſpecially in their direting how to deal 
with Men in their laſt agony, when the Judge is at the 
Door; then take Anſelme, take Bonaventure, take Ger- 
ſem, you would not wiſh to find the Loxp ous RIOR- 
TEOUSNES$, better or more pregnantly Engng 
than in them you ſhall find it. 
And indeed, to do them no wrong, it is true, that at 
this Zudgment-ſeat, ſo far as it concerneth the Satisfac- 
tion for Sin, and our eſcaping from eternal Death, the 
Church of *Rome taketh this Name aright, and that 
Term which a great while ſeemed harſh unto them, 
now they find no ſuch Abſurdity in it.

is meritorious for reward, thgre fall they into a Fancy,

ſerve them; whereof they have a good Conceit, that it 
wilt endure Gop's Juſtice, and ſtandeth not by Ac- 
ceptation.

For I aſk what is the Reafon why in the other Part

The reaſon it, faith ® Bellarmine, 


Gon doth not accept any Righteouſneſs, as a ſatisfattion for 
Kin, wnleſs it be infinite, becauſe the Offence of Sin is infi- 


nite. Now, if that be the Reaſon, we argue in like 


manner, there muſt alſo be an infinite Merit, becauſe the 
Reward is no leſs infinite : Elſe by what Proportion do 
they proceed, or at what Beam do they weigh theſe 
two, that cannot counterpoize an infinite Sin but with 


an infinite Satisfaction, and think they can weigh down 


a Reward, every way as infinite, with a Merit (to ſay 


the leaft) ſurely not infinite? Why ſhould there be a 


neceſſary Uſe for the Sacrifice of ChRIS T's Death for 
the one, and not an Uſe full as neceſſary of the ob/ation 


of his Life for the other? or how cometh it to paſs, 


that no leſs than the one will ſerve to free us from eter- 
nal Death, and a great deal leſs will ſerve to entitle us 
to eternal Life?

If in that, the bleſſed 
Saints themſelves, were their Sufferings never ſo great, 
yea, though they endured never ſo cruel if 
all thoſe could not ſerve to fatisfy Gor's Juſtice. for 
their Sins, but it is the Dearb ef CaRrIsT muſt deliver 
them; is it not the very ſame Reaſon, that were their 
Merits never ſo many, and their Life never ſo holy, yet. 
by them they could not, nor we cannot, challenge the. 
Reward; but it is the Life and Obedience of CHRIST, 
that of Fuftice,muſt procure it for us all? For ſure it ” 
that there is no Proportion between finite and infinite, E- 

ſpecially, if we add hereunto, that as it cannot be de- 
nied but to be finite, ſo withal, that the ancient Fa- 
thers ſeem further to be but meanly conceited of it; 
reckoning it not to be full, but defedive ; not pure, but 
defiled ; and if it be judged by the juf? Judge, e with 
« ftrifineſs of Examination,” (they be Gregory's and 
Barnard's Words) indeed © no Righteouſneſs at all.” . 
Not full, but defective: So ſaith Auſtin, e muſt 
« confeſs, that tue have nit whole, or full Righteonſneſs in 
<< this Life.” If neither whole, but a Part; nor fully 
but wanting; then imperfect and defedtive, Now that 
which muſt be weighed in Gop's Balance, muſt not be 
found wanting; and this is wanting“, ſaith Bernard in 

expreſs Terms. 

Not pure, but defiled: Our Righteouſneſs is upright 


perhaps, but not ve ; uunleſt we are better than our Fa- 
thers, 
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thers, whoſe was that Expreſſion : All bur Righteoufneſſes' 
are as filthy Rags. Our Evil is purely Evil, but our Good 
is by no means pure, ſaith Gregory, Now (faith Chryſoſ- 
tome) Neceſſary it is, that the Righteouſneſs that ſhall pre- 
ſent itſelf there, have not a* Spot in it. As for ours (as 
Pope Adrian VI ſaid) the Caſe ſtandeth thus, Ve drop 
every Day ſome of the Corruption of our evil Defire upon 
the Web of our Righteouſneſs, and ſo it is defiled. 

And laſt of all, if it be ſtrictly examined, indeed, 
no Righteouſneſs at all, All the Merit of a Saint, if it be 
Judged flriftly by the eternal Judge, is deformity 1. And 
again: Wie are bound on all Sides with the Burden of Cor- 
ruption, but by no means arrive at perfect Deliverance. from 
it. And, All human Righteouſneſs would be found Un- 
righteouſneſs, if it was to be firiftly examined; all our 
Righteouſneſs would: be found Unrighteous. And thus we 
ſee the Conceit theſe Fathers have of our Righteouſneſs 


znherent ; that if it be dealt with in fri Juſtice, under 


fuch an Examination the Life even of the Fuſt themſelves 
muſt fink, and cannot ſtand before it d. Yea, they them- 
ſelves of the Church of Rome alſo, upon better Exa- 
mination, have begun to cry it down ; and I doubt not 
but the longer and further they look into it, the eaſier 
Account they will make of it. 

Gregory de Valentia, after long debating the Matter, 
thus reſolveth ||: that, Setting the divine Promiſe aſide,
